A Vanished Gower. 


I imagine that a map of the eastern 
coast of Ireland, from Balbriggan to 
Wicklow, as it was seventy or eighty years 
ago, would present several differences in 
outline from a similar map to-day. The 
course of the Dublin and South-Eastern 
Railway, for instance, has been altered 
owing to coast erosion, and an examination 
of those formidable’ structures, the 
Martello Towers, would show that, while 
several of them have been converted into 
dwelling-houses, one, at least, has entirely 
disappeared. The missing fortress was 
situated near Shanganagh, and I am told 
that old residents of the district remember 
its destruction. When the cliff beneath 
the tower had become undermined through 
the action of the waves, the building, 
which had the usual eight-foot walls, was 
seen to split in two and topple into the 
sea. 


The Psychology of Colour. 


Most people have observed that certain 
colours affect them more strongly than 
others. and any modern interior decorator 
worthy of the name will give careful 
thought to the way in which the colours 
chosen are harmonised so as to give the 
most restful effect in a bedroom and to 
give the utmost “sunny” effect in a 
room with an outlook to the north. An 
‘American wallpaper manufacturer (writes 
a correspondent) has uttered a solemn 
warning to all eer to have their 
bedrooms re-papered. Avoid purple is 
fhe burden of his message; for of all 
colours it is the most destructive to rest. 
In support of his contention he cites two 
cases where people, misguided enough to 
paper their bedrooms in purple, committed 
suicide as a direct result of its baneful 
influence. Yet somehow it seems to me 
that this is carrying the “psychology of 
colour’”’ a little too far. 


Al Sneezing Cree. 


There are all kinds of curious trees in 
the world, but one of the most remarkable 
is that known as the sneezing tree, which 

rows in South Africa, and is so called 
all no one can pass near a specimen 
without a violent attack of sneezing. This 
is due to an essential oil in every part 
of the tree, which, under certain condi- 
tions, becomes volatile and floats about in 
the air. A whiff of the atmosphere on 
such occasions has a most irritating effect 
on the lining of the nose, and it also 
affects the eyes. The wood is so heavily 
charged with this oil that sawdust from 
the sneezing tree acts like a lot of pepper. 
No insects attack the tree, and all kinds 
of wood-borers Jeave it severely alone. 
This fact makes the wood of the sneezing 
tree extremely useful for the making of 
furniture. The one great drawback is that 
workmen handling the wood find the dust 
so irritating that they cannot get on with 
their work. The only way to protect them- 
selves is to tie a damp cloth completely 
over nose and mouth. Even this does not 
always prevent prolonged attacks of 
sneezing. 


Forged Silver. 


The tricks of the furniture-forger are 
well known, and even amateur collectors 
of period pieces keep a wary eye for the 
carefully added leg or the lining to the 
drawer, which will tell that the renovator 
has been at work. While a well-faked 
Fepair does not distract from the beauty 
or utility of the piece, it destroys, of 
course, its market value as a genuine 
gntique or perfect specimen of its period. 

Another category of “ faker” is the 
silver-forger. His modus operandi is to 
buy old pieces of silver, damaged or 
perfect—the smaller the better, since they 
cost him less, so long as the hallmark is

and other methods he finishes off his 
with the appearance of long service. Some 
forgers actually forge the hall-mark. In 
a recent case in London three men were 
returned for trial on charges of forging 
and uttering dies for the marking o 
silverware. In the evidence it appeared 
that as much as £8 was paid for a single 
mustard pot, while £7 10s. was advanced 
in pawn on a pair of sauce boats. 

The faker of silver is, of course, much 
more likely to succeed than his brother 
in the furniture line; for every collector 
of furniture is on the look-out for total 
forgeries and repairs, and has a complete 
code of tests which he will follow before 
assuring himself that the piece is genuine 
and unrepaired. The collector of silver 


has only the hallmark and his knowledge | 


of the period to guide him, so that, unless 
the inset of the hallmark is crude, the 
deception is complete. 


Hawkers’ Fashions. 


I suppose that there are fashions in 
street-trading as in everything else, and 
this may account for the disappearance of 
the fish-women who carried their baskets 
on their heads. They were quite a com- 
mon sight in Dublin some years ago— 
hearty Amazons, with large baskets of 
fish poised, apparently, in mid-air. How 
the baskets remained in position I never 
knew, but I never saw a basket capsize, 
even when the owners had looked long on 
the wine when it was red. “In the latter 
part of the eighteenth century a broad- 
sheet cf Dublin street cries was issued, 
and the fish-woman has a prominent place 


in it. She is depicted carrying the basket 
in front of her, so that we must assume 
the other method of carriage was intro- 
duced later. The pressure on the craniums 
of those departed Dublin fish-hawkers did 
not affect their lungs adversely ; for their 
cries could be heard streets away, as they 
swung along with the basket swaying 
perilously aloft. 


Houses While You Wait. 


If an American inventor's dream comes 
true, it will shortly be possible to erect 
whole streets of houses in the time it now 
takes to build a bungalow. These new 
houces are of steel, with hollow walls six 
inches thick, made air-tight to prevent 
rusting, and every one contains eight 
rooms, as well as a garage. The secret 
of the speed is that the houses are made 
in steel section”, which can be turned out 
by mass production, and are assembled 
somewhat on the lines of well-known con- 
structional toys. Giant machines turn out

| these sections at the rate of a house a 


minute, and some of the rections can be 
assembled even before they leave the 
factory. It is claimed that the houses are 
almost fireproof, and are well insulated 
against extremes of temperature.

Utility and Ugliness. 


Killarney’s Boatmen : The End of Old Tramcars, 
— 


From Over SpPECIaL CORRFSPONDENT,; 


CORK, Sunday. | 
HE position of  property-owners, ' 
whose shops were burned down during 
the troubles, has come up for discussion 
again recently. When Patrick street was 
rebuilt they were granted a concession on 
their rates, being charged only on one- 
third of their valuation. This concession 
expires next year, but they have sought 
to have it renewed for a further period, 
owing to the present depression in trade. 
At first sight, they would seem to be 
quite entitled to some consideration ; for | 
they were required to rebuild their shops 
in Patrick street on much too lavish lines. 
The accommodation in many cases far ex: 
ceeds the requirements of the owner, and 
parts of the buildings have not been ict 
at all. The new valuations. therefore, 
must be very much higher than those on 
the old buildings, and in the circumstances 
it would be unfair to make the owners 
pay the full amount for the present at 
least 
On the other hand, as the City Manager | 
has pointed out, a number of the new | 
buildings has changed ownership, and the. 
selling price was determined on the 
assumption that they would be liable to 
full rates in 1933. Any remission now 
would, of course, confer an unfair ad- 
vantage on the present tenants in these 
cases 
The situation is one of considerable 
difficulty, as it seems impossible to avoid ' 
unfairness whatever step is taken. The 
problem was discussed by the Corporation 
at their last meeting, and they finally 
decided to deal with it by “ splitting the | 
difference,” #6 that the owners concerned | 
will be charged on two-thirds of their 
valuation for the next three years.

With a 
tonnage of 7,203, she is said to be the 
largest boat that has yet entered the port, 
anc she is certainly one of the ugliest. 

Her appearance can be excused on the 
ground that she has to deal with a strange 
type of cargo; for the Belpariel is not 
primarily a grain-carrying boat. She 
was constructed to carry railway engines 
and other heavy articles, and her own 
lifting gear is actually capable of dealing 
with these great weichts unaided. Her 
cargo on the outward voyage consisted of | 
locomotive tenders and tug-boats, some of 
which weighed as much as 200 tons 
apiece. Undoubtedly, she is one of the 
strangest visitors that we have yet wel- 
comed, and her curious design attracted 
many onlookers throughout the week.

Politically and socially, the country is 
hampered at every turn by organised 
crime, and no supporter of the Eighteenth 
Amendment can blind himself to the fact 
that the criminals are organised largely 
to supply the ordinary respectable 
citizen's demand for liquor.

Britain’s Rally. 

The sharp: rise in the price of British 
Government securities during last week is 
a very reassuring symptom, especially as 
it has been accomplished without any 
corresponding depression among industrial 
shares. Funds suddenly have begun to 
come back from the Continent, whither 
they betook themselves last September. 
Foreign investors have realised that their 
money will be at least as safe in Britain 
as anywhere else, and the disappearance of 
distrust has permitted the attraction of a 
comparatively high Bank rate to operate 
normally. Though the Bank of England's 
rate was reduced on February 18th from 
6 per cent. to 5 per cent., it competes 
easily with the rate in New York, which 
| has fallen to 3 per cent. This margin and 
ANp [a strong rumour that the Bank of 
England’s rate will be further reduced in 
the near future—an event which would 
render the conversion of the £2;000,000,000 
5 per Cent. War Loan an imminent 
probability—now have inspired something 
of a rush, in order that advantage may be 
taken of existing prices.

confidence abroad in British Funds may

M. Le Corbusier, a French architect, 
considers that most of the world’s great 
cities fail to fulfil the needs of a society 
which has been transformed by the pro- 
gress of machinery. Adopting a practical 
attitude, M. Le Corbusier refuse to 
visualise the metropolis of a.p. 2000; in 
his opinion immediate requirements de- 
mand a sufficient alteration. His first 
care will be that pedestrians shall have a 
virtually unchallenged use of the earth's 
surface, which will be a series of parks 
and gardens; and, in order to achieve this 
result, the majority of the streets will be 
indoor corridors, spanned and covered by 
houses which, in their turn, will form 
continuous ribbons through the city. The 
main motor tracks apparently will be 
raised above the tree tops, and will be 
reached by elevators which will abound 
along their length. Every wile of science 
will be called into action to ensure that 
no babel of noise from the corridors 
beneath them shall disturb the rest of 
citizens in their super-imposed flats. 
Finally, the population will not be allowed 
to exceed four hundred per acre in residen- 
tial districts. These plans do not exhaust 
M. Le Corbusier's ideas, but they indicate 
the sort of thing which we shall be 
called upon to endure, if men of science 
are permitted to run riot with our daily 
lives.

WHY KIANGW.AN WAS ABANDONED

. SHANGHAI, Sunday. 
ME Chinese withdrew from Kiangwan 
early to-day, and took up strong 
entrenchments slightly to the west of 
Kiangwan, which the Japanese have now 
occupied. Fighting is now going on along 
the new Chinese line. 

The Chinese troops have voluntarily 
abandoned Kiangwan because of the in- 
tolerable conditions within the town. It 
is stated that the streets are littered with 
dead civilians killed by the Japanese 
bombing ‘planes. Chinese officials declare 
that in the streets alone 1,600 dead 
civilians have been counted, while the 
débris of what was once the town un- 
doubtedly covers hundreds more. The dead 
bodies have polluted the water supply. 
The constant attacks from Japanese 
artillery and aeroplanes prevent the burial 
of the dead, which became a serious 
menace to health. 

The Japanese have failed to dislodge 
the Chinese from their new positions, 
which are firmly held. 


AERODROME AGAIN 
RAIDED. 


Determined on the complete destruction 
of the Hangchow Aerodrome, outside the 
western limits of the Settlement, the 
Japanese bombing "planes flew there again 
this morning and dropped high explosive 
bombs. The hangars were blown up, an 
a fire destroyed what remained. The 
private aerodrome belonging to Marshal 
Chiang Kai-shek was also completely de- 
stroved in the raid. There were no Chinese 
"planes at the aerodrome, as all were 
removed after previous attacks. 

Fifteen hundred men, the advance guard 
of the llth Division of Japanese troops, 
have arrived from Japan, and landed on 
the railwav wharves of the Sino-British 
Shanghai-Woosung Railway outside the 
Settlement.’ They will be thrown into 
the Japanese line at Kiangwan early to- 
morrow morning. 

At 8.15 this evening the first transport 
bringing the main body of troops of the 
division tied up at the Japanese whari 
inside the Settlement, at 11.20 p.m. was 
unloading troops. Other transports are 
expected to come up the river in the 
morning. 


SCEPTICAL CHINESE. 


The conclusion of a truce, which Japan 
is reported to have suggested, is considered 
very unlikely here. 

The Chinese authorities express the 
opinion that Japan's readiness for a truce 
is merely a means of marking time until 
reinforcements arrive. They point out 
that all previous negotiations have heen 
based on the unconditional withdrawal of 
Chinese troops, while the Japanese troops 
retain their positions, together with other 
humiliating terms. It is pointed out that 
already three attempts at peace-making 
have broken down for this reason. i 
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Japanese naval authorities Reuter's Corps 
respondent was given clearly to under- 
stand that they had no intention of 
moving the flagship Idzuma from her pre- 
sent berth despite the request of the Sasa 
Powers to Tokio. Mr. Shigemitsu, the 
Japanese Minister in Shanghai, stated 
that he was not in a position to announce 
whether reinforcements despatched from 
Japan would be landed in the Inter 
national Settlement or not. 


CASUALTIES. 


Japanese forces in Shanghai aré 
estimated at 27,000 “men, apart from the 
llth and 14th Divisions from Japan, soma 
of which are now being landed. 

Chinese headquarters announce that two 
new divisions are arriving from Nanking. 
Their forces already at the front total 
50,000, composed of the 19th Route Army, 
numbering 30,000 men, and two divisions 
of Marshal Chiang Kai-Shek’s crack, 
troops. numbering 20,000 men. 

Faced with the prospect of the early 
arrival of large Chinese reinforcements, 
the Japanese commanders have, it is au- 
thoritatively announced, decided to em- 
ploy warships in the Yangtze to prevent 
that river becoming the highway of the 
armies. It is understood that a Japanese 
destroyer will prevent further Chinese 
troops crossing the Yangtze at Nanking, 
and other warships are expected to inter- 
cept down-river troop movéments from 
Kiukiang ani Hankow.

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In an editorial article The Times

FIRE AT CLONTARF. 
a Sens 
DAMAGE TO ST. ANNE’S. 


Shortly after 5 o'clock yesterday evening 
a fire broke out at St...Anne’s, Clon- 
tarf, the residence of the Hon. Bishop 
Plunket, The portion of the building 
affected was the servants’ quarters, which 
are situated in the north wing. A strong 
ale was blowing at the time and this 
anned the flames, which could be seen 
leaping to the height of many feet from the 
roof of the wing. Organised by the head 
butler, the servants, armed with buckets of 
water, did their best to combat the flames 
or the arrival of the City Fire Brigade 
rom the Central Fire Station at Tara street. 
At 6.15 two sections of the brigade, under 
Captain Connolly and Lieutenant Howard 
appeared on the scene and laid down hoses. 
Their efforts were directed, for nearly an 
hour, confining the fire to the roof, and at 
about seven o'clock it had heen extinguished. 

Interviewed by an /rish Times representa- 
tive, the head butler ascribed the origin of 
the fire to a defect in the central heating 
system. <A considerable portion.of the roof 
had been extensively burned, and carpets 
had been much damaged by the water. 

From the authorities at the Central Fire 
Station, Tara street, it was learned that 160 

uare feet of the roof had been destroyed. 
No estimate as to the amount of the damage 
could be obtained.

SALVAGE.

DUBLIN UNIVERSITY 
ENGINEERING SOCIETY. 


At the meeting of the Dublin University 
Engineering Society on Friday Mr. W. J. H. 
Cooke, .B.A., read a paper on “ Marine 
Salvage. 

Mr. Cooke first referred to diving, and 
quoted the table drawn up by the British 
Admiralty on the results of experiments made 
by their divers, which gives the safe times 
4 ascent and descent. is tabje is now cf 
world-wide use. The time of ascent ts of 
great. importance, as if too quick a rise is 
madé the result may be fatal. The essayist 
attributed modern expertness in salvage 
operations to the War, which gave salvage 
engineers great scope. 

The most remarkable feat was considered 
to be the salving of the Italian warship, 
Leonardo da Vinci. which was lying kee! 
uppermost, with her funnels embedded thirty 
feet. A channel 14 miles long had to be 
dredged to get her to the nearest dry dock. 
She was repeired upside down, and was 
— by flooding her holds on one side 
only. 

Mr. D. W. Grehan (hon. record secretary) 
proposed a vote of thanks, and Mr. W. D. 
Kingston, in seconding, referred to the use 
of concrete in salvage work. particularly 
where holes have to stopped. Messrs. N. E.
